Washington, June 20.~The dismissal
of Hetbert W, Bowen, for some years
Unifed States minister to Veneruela
and the exoneration of Assistant Ne
relary of State Francis B. lovmis, of
allegations brought agalnst  him Dby
Bowen, are the outeome of the Loouls.
Bowen confroversy, which has attract
od wide attention for many months past

This disposition of the case |s made
by President Roosevelt In a letter ad
dressad to Becretary of War Taft which
was  made public tonight approving
Taft's roport on his fAndings an dthe con
conclusions in the case,

President Roosevelt seathingly ar
raigns  Minlster Bowen, declaring his
conduct  “eapecially reprebensible,” and
that Bowen asked one of his wilnesses
to enter the employ of a certain com:
pany for the purpose of “in plain words
stealing” documents which he hoped
might igeriminate Loomis, and Bowen
adds the president, “evidently, for many
months: indeed, for the lust two years
devoted himeelf to “hunting up scandal
and gosalp until it became a mania and
eaused him “to show complete disloy:
alty” to the country he ropresented.
The president says hee hod hoped to

, promote Minister Bowen as during much

his service he has done good work,
xp his usefulness in the diplomatic)
servloe |8 now at an end.

The president adds that he would
have directed Bowen's resignation to
be requeated, but for his atatement,
he considered the resignation an ndemis
aion of misconduct, no the dismissal was
dismissal wan therefore ordered.

President Roosevelt states, it appears
that Bowen, while minister, secured the
publication of attacks on Loomis and
furnished the press with documents
pending before the state department for
approval, and that his explanation is in-
excusable and shows his “entire unfit-
nesa” for the serviee,

Even If Loomis had been guilty, spys
President Roosevelt, Bowen's own con-
duct would be unpardonsble. The letter
quoted cortain correspondence and testi:
mony. The report of Beeretary Tafl
on the case, on which the president's
action is based, i a voluminous doou
ment, reviewing the charges and evi
dence taken.

In his report Becretary of War Taft
says that nothing Ia dishonorable in the
transactions in which Loomis fgurad,
but that he was Indiscrete. The report
says that Loomis was not justified In
becoming personally interested in any
achemes, either mere nominal intereats
or & substantial interest,

A writ of mandamus was served last |
night on Sherift Linville by Coroner
W. C. A Pohl, st the instigation of (W8
dive keepers in the tenderloin, who are
determined to defeat the sheriff in lis
sttempt to rid the Astor street brotly
gl of women, Linville was forced fo
fisue licenses to John Btephensen a
Charles Wise permitting them to matss
tdin hurdy gurdy houses. The propries
tors of the other places did not apply,
but are expected to today,

Immediately following Linville re-ar
rested the men on the charge of maine
taining publie nuisances, Wise and
lll«ph.-nwn were released on bail. In-
formations will be flled against them
today by District Attorney Harrison
Allen,

Stephenson’s arrest Monday night ia
aecopted an g declaration of war. The
dive keepers are apparently determined
to give battle and to suceed in thew
fight by means, fair or foul.

John H. and A, M, Smith, F. J. Taylor
and George Noland, attorneys for the
dance hall proprietors, went before Judge
MeBride yestenday and demanded that
the clerk be directed to issue blank e
censes Lo Sheriff Linville, averring that
the latter, in compliance with the law,
must dispose of these papers, permitting
of the maintenance of hurdy-gurdy
houses, at the rate of §100 the month.
Blank licenses were issued by the clerk
but the sheriff refused to accept money
or issue n lHeense, basing his actlon on a
recent declsion of the supreme court
which held that no license shall be Is-
sued for m public nuisance. The attor
neys for the dive men contend, however,
that the law provides a license for main.

nuikances per se,  They also contend
that while a dance hall may be a nuts
ance, yel the statute expressly provides
for the licensing of nuisances apd it is
a valid statute until repealed. They ad-
mit that they are maintaining hurdy-
gurdy houses, but argue that under the
provisions of the law, they are entitled
to u licenso,

As to whom is in the right, Slerilt
Linville or the dive keepers, nothing oth-
er than mere conjecture has been arrived
at. City Ordinance No. 2080, See, 1,
which dictates that no woman shall be
allowed to remain in, loiter about or so-
licit drinks in any bar-room, drinking
shop, club, or gambling room of anl sa-
loon in the city, takes precedence over
the statute law providing for the lssu-
ance of hurdy-gurdy house licenses,

This ordinance has been violated every
day since its enactment, March 8, 1800,
but as to whether the sherif has any
authority to enforce a city ordinance
I8 a question that has not been settled.

The dive keepers persist in the conten
tion that they are entitled to loenses
under the provisions of Sections 3860-70-
71 and 72 of the Statutes of Orogon and
are deterthined to carry the fight to the
end. The statutes montioned are as fol-
lows:

Sec. 3800, From, and after the first
Monday in Decomber, 1864, mo person
or persons sball be allowed tg keep any

—
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e hurdy-gurdy houses, unless licensed
1o do so as provided by this chapter.

Rec. 3670, Every such person or per-
sons so engaged in keeping such hurdy-
gurdy houses shall pay for such privi-
lege one hundred dollars per month and
no license shall be granied for a less
term than one month.

Sec, 3871 It whall be the duty of the
county clerk of each couniy where there
may be such dance houses, at any session
of the county court, to issue to the sher-
il of his county any number of blank
licenses sufficient for the purpose con-
templated by this title,

Bec, 3872, All taxes collected under
this chapter shall be collectable by tiw
nheriff of the county, wherein such danee
houses may he, and paid into the county
treasury of the same, an Chinese taxes
are collected, every month forthwith
after the imsuing of the license as pro-
vided in the last section,

There seems to be little doubt as to
the legulity of the dive keepers’ position
Judge MeBride will probably settle the
matter within the next few days and it
is possible that should a decision up-
holding the state law be rendered, an ap-
peal will be taken to the Supreme Court,
in which event, the danee halls will con-
tinue to run until a final determination
of the case.

PUPILS ARE THE VICTIMS

Forced to Pay §a The Hour For Un-
necessary Private Tutoring. Teach-
ers Marked Papers “Backward” to
Convince that Coaching was Necessary

York, June 20.—Remarkable
charges that several teachers in the
Wadleigh high =chool in West 114th
streel have used their positions to in-
creass their incomes through unneces:
sary private tutoring are being formu-
lated, according to the World. Parents
of some of the girl students assert that
several hundred dollars & week have
been extracted in fees at the rate of 82
an hour, it being intimated that the stu.
deni's markings were purposely tamper-
ed with and that they were purposely
marked “backward” when they were ac
tually proficient.

The school is a public institution.
Most of the pupils prepare there for the
Teachers' Traniing School. The course
was recently lengthened by the Board
of Edueation from three to four years.

The cherished hope of every Wadleigh
student is to teach in Manhattan. Unless
they get their certificaten at the achool
they are compelled to take a course In
the State Normal School and Inter pase
a diffieult examination,

An investigation made privately by
the father of the girl whose “backward
ness” in algebra required the private
tutorship indicated, he alleges, that out
of 3200 pupils, ten per cent have been
declared “backward” in some study ana
pay on an average §1.75 an hour for the
private tutoring. The authorities in
charge of the high school indignantly de-
ny the charges.

FORGERY STARTLES

Philadelphia Financier Raises
Stack Certificates.

e

DISCOVERED AFTER DEATH

Fraud Involves Six Banks Which Loan-
ed Nearly a Million On Worthless
Securities. Transfer of Stock Divul-
ges Certificate was Tampered With

Philadelphia, June 20.—One of the
most semsational case of forgery ever
grought to light in financial circles here
was disclose dtoday when it was an-
nounced that certificates ealling for
small numbers of shares of stock had
been iraudulently raised to hundreds of
shares, causing a loss to certain bond-
holders and trust companies of this city
of from $750,000 to $1,000,000,

The forgery involves the name of
Benjamin H. Gaskill, who died foud
weeks ago. Gaskill was the sole mem-
ber of a banking and brokerage con-
cern, known as Benjamin H. Gaskill &
Company. He had offices in the finan-
cial district and his credit was consid-
ered guilt-edged. At the time of hs
death he was believed to be worth about
half a million of dollars.

In closing up Gaskills estate it be-
came necessary to have transfered one
hundred ahares of Philadelphia traction
stock, When recorded, the certificate
did not agree with the company's books
and an investigation showed that the:
cortificate had been raisegl from si,'l
shares to 100. Further investigation
showed that Gaskill had been in the
habit of buying gilt-edged securities, of
amall denominations and raising them &
hundred fold, securing large sums of
money from various banks and truse
companies, using the forged stock as
security,

At lenst six banks and trust compan-
ies admit holding Gaskill's surities, but
refuse to state the amount advanced,
Gaskill was forty-one years of age when
he died. He was a high liver and a
member of several clubs,
